AIRMEN FOIL ZEPPELIN ATTACK OVER ENGLAND 


(Associated Press Leased Wire.) 
On the Rheims-Soissons front the situation has been 
stabilized for the moment, while the opposition forces are 
preparing for further movement. 
The uneasiness along the northern front continues 
and Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria has carried out 
another withdrawal. To the British he has now given ter­ 
ritory along the L*i Bassee canal at the apex of the Ly s 
salient. Meanwhile the French and British have organiz­ 
ed th( territory evacuated by the Germans north 
and 
soi th of the Somme in Picardy . 
Heavy artillery duels and patrol activities are re­ 
ported along the Vesle river. 
French 
and 
American 
troops, in small units, have crossed to the north side of the 
river at various points, mostly on reconnoitering trips. 
The enemy has failed in his attempts to prevent these ex ­ 
cursions. 
Fismes, in the center of the line, which is being held by 
the Americans, is apparently the special mark of the Ger­ 
man gunners, who are bombarding the town violently . 
The Americans, however, have maintained their positions 
and have even sent patrols across the river at this point. 
In the allied capitols it is not believed that the German 
Crown Prince will attem pt to make his stand lo ng o n the 
north bank of the Vesle, but will'soon retire 
to prepared 
positions along the Aisne river. 
Ft ilowing the resumption of the long range shelling 
of Paris, the Germans attempted a raid on England, but 
did not succeed in getting far inland. 
American troops were among the allied contingents 
landed at Archangel last week. They were received with 
cheers from the populace, who had risen against the Bol- 
gheviki when it became known that the allies were coming. 
The Bolsheviki made only a weak resistance.

U. S. FOOD ADMINISTRATION ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 


There are few people .v ho realize to what ex tent the U. S. fdod admin­ 


istra tion, under the m anafem ent of Herbert Hoov er, hks sav ed them mon­ 


ey . Take for ex am ple the regu lation of the price of flou r: 


The wholesale price of flou r at Minneapolis on May 15, 19 17 , the date 


of the food administrator's appointment, was 
$16 .7 5; on May 4, 19 1S, it 


was $9 .80, a decrease of $6 .9 5, or 41 per cent. 


On May 15, 19 17 , the difference between what the farmer got for his 


wheat and the wholesale price of flou r was eq u iv alent to $5 . 6 8 a barrel, 


while on May 4, 19 18, the difference amou nted to only 64 cents. 


The index number of produ cers’ prices for March, 
19 18, shows an 


increase of 27 per cent ov er Au gu st, 19 17 , while the index nu m ber of con­ 


sum ers’ prices decreased 13 per cent. 


It has been stated by ex perts that if the United States food administra­ 


tion had not stepped in and regu lated the price of flou r, today it wou ld be 


selling, owing to 
wheat shortage, for $20 a barrel. 
When the United 


Sta tes food adminl3tratiun asks y ou to conserv e wheat, remember that in 


a ll probability if there had been no federal food administration y ou cou ld 


not buy wheat flour at any price. 


The hoarder receiv es no mercy from Uncle Sam and bu y ing u p and 


storing of the 
v isible wheat su pply by u nscru pu lou s rich specu lators is 


prev ented. 


Ik) not think becau se the U. S. food administration asks u s to sav e 


food for ou r soldiers abroad and for ou r allies, th a t we are not at the same 


tim e doing ourselv es a good tu rn, by strictly comply ing with these req u ests.

The men hav e learned, howev er, 
to discern between the v arious v arieties of shells and hav e 
legnlar sy stems tor sending the warnings up and down 
the line.
